This action 
indicates a new zeal on the part of the 
authorities for the rigid enforcement rf 
the provisions of the law; and it a No 
seems to indicate that President CUTS- 
land desires to signalize the close of 
his Administration by a lively demon- 
stration of his. euthasiasm for Civil 
Service Ueforsa. Without any detrac- 
tion from tMs display of reform virtue, 
it must be said that it would have *» 
ited greater applause if it had come 
earlier aud if such a course bad been 
more often adopted. This case makes a 
review of the record of the Administra 
tlon with reference to Civil Service 
reform pertinent ;iod perhaps interest- 
ing. 

The history of Civil Service reform 
does not show that any marked reform 
has been accomplished as yet. Theo- 
retically the merit system Is a great 
thing, but in practice it has not breiiKht 
large results. In this matter there has 
been vast promise and little 
aaee. Mr. Cleveland has si 
for Civil Service reform than anyone 
else and perhaps he has considered him 
self entirely sincere; but, ail the same, 
the offices have gone to the victors dor 
ing bis two terms about as freely a- 
under any previous Administration.
